ſincerely attached to the Britiſb Nation. I have alſo prevailed with them to exert their

the Province, who purchaſe theſe Goods of the Importers, and confume them, do con- 
tribute their Proportion, by paying an advanced Price for them on Account of the Duty, 
| yet tis well known, from ſome Months Experience of the late Law, that this is not the 
-— Caſe.——The Scarcity or Plenty of the Commodity regulates its Price, and there have 
been no Inſtances of the Merchants getting a Farthing the more on Account of having paid 
a Duty. The Tonnage upon Ships is inconteſtably a dead Loſs to the Owner, as he has 
no Way of reimburſing himſelf, not even by laying a higher Freight on the Goods he 
carries, it being a known Fact, that ſince the Enacting of the above-mentioned Law, 
Freights, inſtead of riſing in Proportion to the Duty, have fallen Fifteen or Twenty per Cent. 
Secondly, That a Provincial Ship of War is deſigned for the Protection of ſome valuable

In ſhort, the whole Tax for the Support of ſuch Ship, is laid 
upon the Owners of Veſſels, and the Importers of two or three Commodities 
Thirdly, That while America is the Seat of War, the Owners of Ships muſt neceſſarily 
ſubmit to many Hardſhips, that other People are exempted from, viz. Frequent Embar- 
goes, impreſſing of Ships for his Majeſty's Service, and at Wages which they have no 
Share in fixing; they being reſtricted from carrying Proviſions to neutral Ports, with ſome _ 
other Prohibitions, which are ſufficient Diſcouragements to thoſe Traders, without being

2. That the indubitable Right of the Aſſembly to judge of the Mode, Meaſure and 
Time of granting Supplies, is infringed by Inſtructions, that enjoin the Deputy to re- 
fuſe his Aſſent to any Bill for raiſing Money, unleſs certain Modes, Meaſures and Times, 
in ſuch Inſtructions directed, make a Part of the Bill; whereby the Aſſembly, in Time 
of War, are reduced to the Neceſſity of either loſing the Country to the Enemy, or 
giving up the Liberties of the People, and receiving Law from the Proprietary ; and if 
they ſhould do the latter, in the preſent Caſe, it would not prevent the former, the . = 
reſtricting Inſtructions being ſuch as that, if complied with, it is impoſſible to raiſe a Mn 
Sum ſufficient to defend the Country. | = | OE 15 
3. That the Proprietaries have enjoined their Deputy by ſuch Inſtructions to refuſe 
his Aſſent to any Law for raiſing Money by a Tax, though ever ſo neceſſary for the De- 
| fence of the Country, unleſs the greateſt Part of their Eſtate is exempted from ſuch Tax. 
| This to the Aſſembly and People of Pennſylvania appears both unjuſt and cruel. 
The Proprietaries are now requeſted ſeriouſly to conſider theſe Complaints, and re- 
dreſs the Aggrievances complained of, in the moſt ſpeedy and effectual Manner, that 
Harmony may be reſtored between the ſeveral Branches of the Legiſlature, and the 
public Service be hereafter readily and fully provided for. |

to have the annual Income of their Eſtate enquired into, and are as ready to contribute 
whatever the ſaid Sum ſhall fall ſnort of their Proportion of what has been laid on the 
Inhabitants in general, for every Part of their Eſtate, that is in its Nature taxable; but 


as an Equality is contended for, they do expect, if they have contributed more than 


their Proportions, (which they believe they have very greatly) that the Overplus ſhall be 
returned to them; and as the Houſe of Repreſentatives contend for their Right in diſ- 


poſing of their Property, and do not repreſent the Proprietaries ſo the Proprietaries con- 


ceive, and are adviſed, they themſelves, and they only, have a Right to judge when, 
and how, to diſpoſe of their Eſtates and Properties. „ 
The Heads of Complaint conclude well with Expreſſions of a Deſire that Harmony 


may be reſtored between the ſeveral Branches of the Legiſlature, and the public Service 
be provided for; Propoſitions moſt defirable, and which the Proprietaries moſt wil- 


lingly embrace with open Arms, and with open Hearts : The Rights and Powers of the 
Crown, and the executive Part of Government being preſerved, and the Proprietaries 


reſerving to themſelves the Right of diſpoſing of their Eſtate, there ſeems to be no ſuch 


great Difference in Opinions as to other Matters, but what might be adjuſted in a rea- 


ſonable Manner with cool, temperate Perſons, fully authoriſed for the Purpoſe. Had 


ſuch Power been lodged here, it is probable many of the ſeeming Differences would have 


been ſettled; but as the Agent, who delivered the Heads of Complaint, declined the 
Settling here, of the Draught of one ſingle Bill for raifing a Supply, on Account of 
Want of Power ſo to do, as he alleged, the Proprietaries find themſelves obliged to write 
to the Houſe of Repreſentatives, that in Caſe they are ſo well and happily diſpoſed, they

Chearfulneſs we have granted all his Demands from this Province; eſpecially as we have 
Reaſon to believe, that, if this Province does not furniſh the ſame Number of Troops as 
laſt Year, the General is of Opinion the intended offenſive Operations, and building a 
proper Fort, and making Poſts effectually to cover the Country, cannot be carried on 
without weakening the Army, that is to act elſewhere, too much; and that he is there- 
fore determined, if this Province does not exert itſelf in raiſing the ſame Number of 
Men as laſt Year, and that immediately, to give over the Thoughts of acting on this Side, 
which cannot be done without raiſing thoſe Troops, with any Proſpect of Succeſs ; and 
that he will reinforce the Army to the Eaſtward with the Troops he intended to have de- 
tached to have acted here.

The Conſequences of theſe Reſolutions of General Amherſt muſt, unavoidably, have 
great Weight with your Honour; and you will conſider, whether the Proprietary In- 
ſtructions to refuſe your Aſſent to any Bill which ſhall tax their Eſtates, except in the 
Manner they have preſcribed by a ſeparate Bill, which we conceive is a Mode unjuſt and 
unknown to a Britiſb Conſtitution, can vindicate your Conduct before our gracious So- 
vereign, and the Nation, who have granted ſuch liberal Supplies for Support of their Co- 
lonies in America; which, if you continue to adhere to thoſe Proprietary Inſtructions, 
rather than that the Eſtate of a Subject to the beſt of Kings ſhall be ſubjected to an 
equitable Taxation, muſt fail, as far as regards this Province. 

We therefore call upon you, as the Time for opening the Operations of this Campaign

lies, notwithſtanding the Magiſtrates offered to provide convenient Houſes for the Accom- 


modation of the reſt of the Troops, which were not billeted on the public Houſes. 
That this has been done in an unequal Manner, to the great Terror of the Inhabitants; 
thoſe whom the Officers have thought proper to favour, have. been favoured, and thoſe 
whom they have thought proper to diſtreſs, have had a double Portion, though by no 
Means ſo able to bear the Burden as others who are exempted ; that the Inhabitants ſtill 


continue under this grievous Load and Oppreſſion. 1 
That there has not been the leaſt Cauſe or Neceſſity, that we know of, to juſtify theſe 


arbitrary Meaſures; a commodious Set of Barracks being erected near the City of Phila- 


 delphia, capable of receiving all his Majeſty's Troops in the Province; that building them 
in that Place only was occaſioned by the Officers refuſing to quarter them any where, 


but in or near the ſaid City, though formerly warmly ſolicited to ſend a Proportion of 


the Troops to Lancaſter in particular, and the ſeveral other Towns in the Province;

We are further obliged to remonſtrate to your Honour, that the loyal and affectionate 


Zeal the Inhabitants of the Borough and County of Lancaſter have ſhewn for the Ser- 
vice of the Crown, in giving their utmoſt Aid and Aſſiſtance towards carrying on the 
Weſtern Expedition, which has been happily crowned with Succeſs, ought, in our 
Opinion, at leaſt to have exempted them from ſuch Treatment. | = 


That the ſaid Borough and County have voluntarily furniſhed more than one Half of 
the Waggons required for ſupplying the King's Troops with Proviſions, for which the 


Deputy Quartermaſter General declared they merited the Thanks of the Houſe. 

That without this large Supply of Carriages the Weſtern Expedition mult have failed, 
and many ill Conſequences attended the military Operations in theſe Parts, 

After ſuch Proofs of the Loyalty and Zeal of theſe People for the Service of the Crown, 
we cannot but apprehend the Oppreſſion and ſevere Treatment of that Borough will greatly 
diſcourage them, if not render them incapable of doing the ſame Service to his Majeſty 
for the future.

ſaid Sloop, or her Cargo, and that he believed your Remonſtrant was no way concerned 


therein, either directly or indirectly, nor in the Management of her, or in her Lading. 


All which will appear fully to the Honourable Houſe, in the ſeveral Affidavits here- 
with produced.

Your Remonſtrant humbly begs Leave further to obſerve, that the ſaid Richard Power, 
who came Paſſenger here in Captain Noarth, in July laſt, on his Arrival, delivered to 
your Remonſtrant a Letter, which he ſaid he believed belonged to your Remonſtrant, 
as it was directed to his Correſpondent in Montſerrat. Your Remonſtrant being ac- 
quainted with the Hand-writing of the Superſcription, and obſerving the Seal to be 


broke, immediately ſealed it again, and put it on board a Veſſel, bound, to the beſt 
of his Remembrance, to Antigua, which Letter your Remonſtrant thinks was the Ori- 
ginal of the annexed Copy; and does poſitively declare, for Truth, that the Letter laft 


above-mentioned was the only Letter he received from Captain Power, and that he ſent 


Your Remonſtrant likewiſe declares to the Honourable Houſe, that he was no way, 


either directly or indirectly, concerned in writing, or promoting the Letter printed in 
the Carolina Gazette, and that he never wrote to Carolina, nor ſpoke to any Perſon to 


write, nor did any Manner of Thing to evade the Force of the faid Charge in the Ca- 
rolina Paper, but what he ſigned and had printed in the Pennſylvania Paper. 
And your Remonſtrant further poſitively avers, that he was no way concerned in 
lading, ſhipping or otherwiſe aiding or countenancing any contraband or illicit Trade, 
either in the ſaid Sloop, or any other Veſſel or Way whatſoever, ſince the Commence- 
ment of the preſent War. — That he never made any Application to the Captain or any 
Officer belonging to the Pennſylvania Frigate, either to favour his or any other Perſon's 
Intereſt —And fo far was your Remonſtrant from having any thing to do with any Kind 
of illicit Trade whatever, that when he has been conſulted concerning the Monte Chriſti 
Trade, he always gave for Anſwer, As the Public had repoſed a Truit in him, it was a 
ſufficient Reaſon to induce him to avoid the very Appearance of IIlicitneſs in Trade, 
oWever innocent a certain Trade might be in itſelf, or how much it might contribute

We are proceeding 8 1 
here to eſtabliſh a good Poſt, by erecting a reſpectable Fort: Our Advancements are far „ 
unequal to my Wiſhes, beginning ſo very late as the Tenth of September, which was as 
ſoon as I got up Working Tools, and have continued as many Troops here as I can feed 
for the Works, and have been often brought to Eight Days Proviſions. It is this that _ 
muſt bound every Enterpriſe of every Sort in this ſo diſtant a Country, and all Land Car- ED 
riage.— ſhall ſtruggle the beſt I can, and do my poſſible for the Public.

though they were then paid to the Firſt of October, and now only to the Firſt of Au- 
guſt. The paying up the-Arrears, at the End of this Campaign, will render future 
Enliſtments eaſy next Spring, or whenever wanted ; as whatever Hardſhips the Troops 
may ſuffer through Winter for the Want of their Pay, muſt diſguſt them at the Pro- 
vince, and render even the filling up the old Battalions much more expenſive to the Go- 
vernment. I underſtand that the Whole of the Pennſylvania Forces, which were 
raiſed for three Years, are free in May or June next.

* The Governor would, with great Pleaſure, take every legal and conſtitutional 
Meaſure, which had a Tendency to promote the public Peace and Harmony, and 


quiet the Minds of ſuch of his Majeſty's Subjects in this Province as are diſcontented, 


and remove any Errors or Miſtakes they lie under ; but he cannot accede to the Me- 


thod propoſed by the Aſſembly on this Occaſion, for the following Reaſons : 

* Firſt, Becauſe it would, in his Opinion, be not only unbecoming the Honour and 
Dignity of the Government, which he ſhall always think it his Duty to ſupport, but 
tacitly giving up the indubitable Rights of both Branches of the Legiſlature, to enter 
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into any Argument or Juſtification with the Petitioners, on the Subject Matter of 


their Complaints Whether any Article in the Remonſtrance or Petition is, or is 


not, a real Grievance, or requires Redreſs, is proper for the Conſideration of the Re- 


preſentative Body of the People only, in the firſt Inſtance; after which the Governor 
is to exerciſe his Judgment on any Bill which may be prepared for that Purpoſe ; —

© thought proper to point out, is, © that it may expire when the Province may be 
governed by a Preſident of the Council, who, by our Conſtitution is not inveſted with 
* the Power of Legiſlation, in which Caſe, the People muſt ſuffer all the Miſchiefs 
* they now experience, without a Poſſibility of a Remedy.” This Objection, if it has 
any Weight, militates equally againſt all temporary Laws; and it ſhould ſeem ſtrange

© Upon the Whole, Gentlemen, I am, on the moſt mature Deliberation, convinced 
of the Propriety and Expediency of the Amendment in Queſtion.

© Mother Country or the Colonies, of temporary Laws, in which the due Admini- 


_ * ſtration of Juſtice hath been concerned.” We well know there are a few, among 


the many Statutes made to alter the Mode of adminiſtering Juſtice, and particularly ſome 
among the Statutes of Jegfaile, which have been enacted not to eſtabliſh Eſentiale, but 
to take away the uſeleſs Forms which were required under the common Law, ſome 


ancient Statutes, and the long accuſtomed Practice of the Courts : But we know of no 


Inſtance, ſimilar to the one before us, which is neceſſary to give the Subject a perpetual 
Remedy, where it has been made temporary. All the Statutes inſtituting the Aſſizes 


and Ni Prius, which are the Laws in Point, are and were originally made perpetual. 


As to the Inſtances in the Colonies to the contrary, we muſt obſerve, that their Con- 
duct never has been a Rule for us, nor are we ſo vain as to imagine ours will be ſo to 
them. And there can be no Doubt, but we ſhall both exerciſe our Judgments in the 
beſt Manner we are able, for the Benefit of our Conſtituents. We are not unacquainted 
that there has been ſeveral temporary Laws, ſimilar to this Bill, paſſed in a neighbour- 
ing Government, nor are we Strangers to the Miſchiefs the People of the Colony have 
ſuffered by their being ſo. This would render us ſtill more inexcuſable, were we to 


accept of the Bill on the like Terms, when we know, on Trial,“ they have been 


found inconvenient and oppreſſive. And yet we ſhall not do the Aſſemblies, who paſ- 


„We do not diſagree with your Honour in 2 * that it is not inconſiſtent with 
p the Dignity, or unbecoming the Wiſdom of a Legiſlature to make Trial of Laws for 

a Time.”

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where the Regulations are entirely new and unexperienced before. But the riding of 
Circuits under an old eſtabliſhed Law, the Regulation under Conſideration, is neither 
novel or temporary. It has been ordered and practiſed in England, under the great 
Charter of Engliſb Liberty, and ſundry other perpetual Laws for many Centuries, and 
in ſeveral of the Royal Governments for a Number of Years, to the great Eaſe and Hap- 
pineſs of the Subject. We cannot, therefore, perceive the leaſt Reaſon to make this 
Bill temporary, that the Utility or Inexpediency of it ſhould be proved by Experience,” 
Beſides, we think it impoſſible, that either of them can admit of a Doubt : For it 
muſt appear obvious, on a little Reflection, that it will be of great Utility” to the 
People, to have Juſtice carried, in a Manner, to their own Doors, and that it is much 
more expedient, that the Judges ſhould ride the Circuit into the ſeveral Counties, ſome 
of them at a great Diſtance from Philadelphia, than to bring ſeveral Hundred Perſons 


from thence, at a very heavy and unneceſſary Expence, twice in every Year, to this

You were pleaſed to agree with us, that “ Juſtice is the Right of every Man,” 
Would you permit the People we repreſent, to enjoy that „Right“ hereafter, inde- 


; pendant of the Will and Pleaſure of the Governors of this Province, it is all we aſk, and 
all we contend for. But you ſay, although Juſtice is the Right of every Man,” yet 


it does not therefore follow, that all Laws which regard the Mode of adminiſtering it 
* ought to be perpetual.” We think it would be better and ſafer for the People of this 
Province, as it is at preſent circumſtanced, ſhould, even thoſe Laws, were it neceſſary 
to form ſuch, be made perpetual. But it is happy for us, that at preſent, we have no 


Occaſion for them. And you will be pleaſed to conſider, that the Bill you have rejected, 


was not to regulate the Mode, but to eſtabliſn an Ef/ential. The Made is fully aſcer— 
tained by the Act for the Advancement of Juſtice, which inveſts the Judges with all 


the Powers of the King's Bench; and that the Bill means no more than to enable them 
to adminiſter Juſtice in the ſeveral Counties, agreeable to the Manner of Practice in that 


Court, by repealing the Appointment of the inconvenient Days, and enjoining them 


to ride the Circuit, when Occaſion requires. We cannot help expreſſing our Surpriſe, 


that you ſhould aſſert, “that the only Inconveniency of the Bill's being temporary, 
„ which we have thought proper to point out, is, that it may expire when the Pro- 


« yince may be governed by a Preſident of the Council; when, in Truth, it was the 
leaſt of our Objections. Much Pains have indeed been taken to invalidate it, while the 
more important one 1s patſed over in Silence. And even this is done, by offering to 


our Conſideration a new Amendment of your former Amendment, propoſing to extend 
the Duration of the Act, till there ſhould be a complete Legiſlative Power in the Go- 
vernment, which evidently proves, that even this Objection, before, ſtood in full Force. 


But on Reviſal of our Meſſage, you will find, that our principal Reaſon for making the 


Bill perpetual, was, ** that Juſtice ought not to be temporary, precarious, or dependant | 


on the Will and Pleaſure of either Branch of the Legiſlature.” 


This Objection then being unanſwered, and unnoticed, by your Honour, remains 


with all the Weight and Importance it had when we firſt offered it. 


| You are pleaſed further to remark, that the firſt mentioned Objection “ militates 
« equally againſt all temporary Laws, and it ſhould ſeem ſtrange that the Dilſcovery 
« was never made before. It may, in ſome Meaſure, militate againſt all ſuch Laws: 


But we contend it does not equally. And it © ſeems as ſtrange” to us, that your Ho- 


nour has not yet diſcovered, that the Province would ſuffer much more by the Expirs- 
tion of ſome temporary Laws than others, ſhould a Preſident of the Council preſide, 
who has not the Power of re-enacting them. The Province might, for a Time, be 


without the Act for erecting a Light-houſe, &c. or the Law for extending the Exciſe on 


ſtrong Liquors, with many others, without ſuſtaining any great Inconvenience or Loſs, 
not more than before thoſe Acts paſſed, or perhaps not ſo much: But to have Juſtice 
ceaſe in the ſeveral Counties, would be an Oppreſſion of a much more grievous Nature, 
and more ſenſibly felt by the People. And therefore, in our Opinion, although the 
Legiſlature may run the Riſk in the former Caſes, yet in the latter it ought never to 
be done. 

Your Honour is pleaſed further to add, ſhould the AR, at its Expiration, be found 
fully to anſwer all the good Purpoſes propoſed, there can be no Reaſon to doubt the 
«© Renewal of it.” We heartily wiſh that in this we could concur in Opinion W!

you. But © Experience, that great Teſt of human Wiſdom,” has taught us to believe 


the contrary. Many Inſtances may be adduced, and thoſe not long fince, of the Re- 
fuſal of Bills abſolutely neceſſary, even to the Safety of the Province; and what has 


heretofore happened, we are not to conclude will not happen again. But if this A 


may be renewed on its © Expiration, ſhould it be found to anſwer the good. Purpoſes 
«« propoſed,” why may it not be as well amended or repealed, ſhould it be found incon- 
venient, even at the next Sitting of Aſſembly after ſuch Inconvenience ſhall be diſco- 


vergd ? It will be our Intereſt, as well as our Conſtituents, that this ſhould be —4

Without this Bill, you muſt be ſenſible, that Juſtice and Right cannot be duly admi- 
| Niſtered to the People; and in many Inſtances, muſt remain not only delayed, but to- 
tally denied: And were we to accede to your Amendment, we cannot be certain, but 
both muſt be purchaſed hereafter, or the People left deſtitute of them. It is expedient, 
that on this important Occaſion, we explain ourſelves with Freedom. It is impoſſible 
for this Branch of the Legiſlature to foreſee the Diſpoſition of a Governor, or whom he 
may be, when the Bill, had it paſſed agreeable to your propoſed Amendment, ſhould 
expire, nor on what Terms it might be again obtained for the People. We have ſeen 
Gentlemen in that Station diſpoſed to refuſe, and who have refuſed, many reaſonable 
Regulations, but on Terms the moſt injurious and oppreſſive. We therefore, as 
your temporary Amendment has a Tendency to encreaſe the Proprietaries Power and
